There are no stories more fascinating than
the sea tales. The ocean s so wide, so
much the same everywhere, so free from
waares of its own, yet holding so many
snares el by man, that adventures of the
#Cas are among the most varled and won-
derful of all, The old sailors lived lives
more romanti¢ than the sallors of the pres-
ent time, whether they were merely salling
for adventure, or for commerce, or engagerd
in warfare. This la a good time to brush
the dust off some of the old volumes filled
with tales of the sea—books In which are
recorded the adventures of great naval cap-
taing anl of daring privateers aad of men
before the mast with courage and kind
hearts. But there are a number of new
books, the reading of which will refresh the
recollection of the reader In regard to life
on the sea, One of the latest and best
18 a volume of sea talca under the title of
“8pun Yarn,” by Morgan Robertson, zon of
a Captala Robertson;, who was a gallant sea-
man. Mr, Robertson’s stories of the sea are
fresh and elean and they have the action
of reallty., The first of the storles in the
book reads Mke It might have bheen written
In anticipation of the Incldents that are now
crowding fast upon two great natlona. It is
& story of "The Slumber of a Soul,” the
goul belag that of a Jack Dorsey, who was
mate of a hlockade runner during the war
hetween the states, who was struck on the
head by a belaying pin just before the run-
ner was captured, as a result of which in-
Jury his mind was made a blank. When he
left the hospital he became a harmless wan-
derer, finally becoming a cook on a veesel,
which proved to be the same vessel on which
he had been mate, and another aceldent
while the veesel was engaged as a filibuster
for the Cuban Insurgents in the year 1805
restored hia reason. There I8 an abundance
of ship talk in the story—talk of the taffrail,
the rigging, the forecastle, the log and rig-
ging—and the daring manner In which the
mate, whose soul had slumbered more thaa
thirty years, dashed past the revenue cut-
ter and out to sea, ls enough to fire the
zenl of the reader to enthuslasm for a lite
on the aea. Other sea tales In the book are
equally spirited. It is a timely production.

Another new book that can be read with
avidity at this time Is e.centially a hook
of war, It tells the story of the end of the
last Freadh empire and the dowmfall of the
Napoleonle dynasty. One of the great gen-
eralas, whose name Is often met with In tho
histery of the Franco-Prussian war, wao
General Auguste Margueritte, a soldier by
profession, but a gentleman who did cot
love war for Its own eake. o the campalgns
leading up to the fatal meeting at Sedan
General Margueritte had shown great actlv-
ity and It was therefore patural that aa the
oyposing forces were gatherlng for the final
contest he should have & leading poaltico.
His division of the French army GOad joined
Macmahen's bafore the battle had beégun and
early iy the morning he had appeared ca
the field at the head of the First and Seccind
regiments of African Chausseurs, In the
afternoon he was struck by a bullet, which
pussed through his face, and bleeding and
almaost dying he remounted hi» hovae and led
the charge. His soldlers were irvaplred by
vengeance as well as patriotiam cad they
made a desperate fight. The outcome of
Sedan Is well known, but before it was de-
termined General Margueritte lay on his
dying couch. His two sons llved to attain
eminence In a literary way under the re-
Ppubllc, and the atory of the Franco-Prussian
war, which Lthey have collaborated, hay been
translated and published unler the name
of "The Disaster."” It ls a spleadld story
of war. The authors have not followed his-
torical incldents so closely as to becloud
the stirring narrative of thelr country’s
shame. They have glven a story that shows
war In all Mo hideousness and yet deplets
the patriotle soldler as he would prefer to
be depleted. '“The DMsaster” Is a book to
be read by everyone whe loves hls country
and belleves that national hemor le above
grice.

Closely allied to the literature of war Is
that of the court in times when nations are
troubled, a book in which the reader may
find much food [(or reflection at this
time & the s&tory of ‘“'Napoleon 111
and  hls Court” by Imbert de Bt
Amand, A large part of this volume treals
of incldents that led up o one of the most
Interesting many-alded nteinational com-
plications of the century—the Crimcan war.
Beginnlng with the eestablishment of the
second emplre the author opens to public
view the new court founded by the hero of
the coup d’etat of Decembes 2, shows Dow
he commenced with many professions of
friendship between ®imsel! and Emperoc
Nicholas, how that mnominal or personal
friendshlp continued even after a Russian
minister bad been eent to Constantinople
to demand of the porte a revision of the or-
ders relating to the holy places In Palestine,
how gradually Bagland and France weee
forced Into an alllioce and defense of Turkey
agalnst Rusala, and how preparations for war
were made in a natlon that had been well
tralned for battles as well as for Intcigues.
Theee ls no more fascinating atory than this,
no story of national life or preparation for
wational defeat more thrilling, Saint Amand
la especially well equipped for writing the
etory. He witnessed the ovation given the
emperor after the first attempt to asssssinate
bim, &tarted his diplomatic career under the
renowned Droun de Lhuys, Whe minister of
forel afMairs, and witnessed the rveviews
of the retusning troops after the Crimean
war had been fouglt to an uacertain finfah,
But he does not glve a catalogue of detalls
nor cumber his work with Incldents celating
to himself. The story of the court of Na-
poleon 111 Is well told and it ls a page of
history that cannoct very well be passed over
lghtly, The translation |8 by Elizabeth Gil-
bert Martin, and Is well done. There are
fine portralts of Napoleon I1I, Nicholas 1,
the Empress Bugenie and Marahal Pelisier.

8. M. Scott, speclal sollcitor of the land
department of the Kansas Clty, Fopt Scott
& Gult, addreseed the executive committee
of the Commercial club at 1ts noon sessicn
yvegterday., Mr. Scott pays that the Port
Arthur canal will be completed to a depl
of eixteen fest by the 1st of July and will
be suank to ite full depth, twenty-six feet
by the 1st of Septemmber. Withia the last
two months seven ocedn cleamers carrying
40,000 tons of Interloe produtis have been
loaded at Port Arthur by means of lightera.
After July'l two-thirds of a load can be put
directly from the cars Into the ateamers and
after September 1 all graln and other exports
can be tcansferred without a second handling.
Omaha ls the northern terminus of this
direct line to the gulf, and in Mr. Secott's
opinion will in a few ¥ears be the greatest
grain market In the United Statec. Graln
from all Nebraska, lowa, e Dakotas, Mca-
tana, Wyoming and other graln produclng
slatea will be handled by Omaha,

Secretary Alger has witidrawn all his ob-
Jecticns to the work on the Port Arthur
cannl, and It will be caerled through to a
speedy completlon, So far  all  the chipas
which have loaded at Port Arthur liave Deen
bound for Liverpool, London and Amster-
dam, but the Port ArtQur route has now se-
cured control of its owa line of steamers
and will ship all over the world as scon as
Ita facilities ace such aa to enable it to losd
direct from the rallroad. Rates can be made
g0 much cheaper by this route than by the
long, roundabout way goods have formerly
gone that It ls only a matter of a litile while
till a0 western products will be sent to New
York by rall and exported from thece. There
has been much oppositich to this southern
route, and many atlempts Gave becn made
to prevent the achlevement of a deep water
harbor on the gulf, but abundant capltal is be-

Unfortunnte Conditlon of Affairs in
the Interlor of Alaska,
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Secretary Alger
has cecelved some interesting reports from
Captaln P, H. Ray of (he Eighth Infaatry,
who was sent to Alaska to keep the War
department informed gs to the conditlon of
affalrs (here vesulting from the large Immi-

gration iato that territory as a result of the
gold excitement. The latest of these re-
porta Is dated Fort Yukon, December 20, a
little more them a month later than thoee
previously recelved. In one of lis com-
munications (he captain calls atteution to
the deplorable conditlion of the mall gervice
in Alazska. The regular contractor brought
but one mall (October 20), as far as Clecle
City, iils year, and had sent none out, There
I8 no provision, he eaya, for the forwardiog
mail west of Circle City In the winter, The
pestmaster for Cirele City s somewhere in
the etates, his asslotant has becn put oul
of the office for drunkenness, the Postoffice
department hse falled to provide the post-
office with any postage stamps, and the
mall that comes W by steamer by St. Mich-
aels ls without any proper supervision.
There are no route agents, and the officers
of the companies handilng the arall pay M-
tle or no attention to it. The preseat mall
contractor ls frozen in gomewhere about the
mouth of the Mananaly, and it s to be re-
gretted, the captaln says, that conteacts ere
to be awarded to men 9 dn not understand
the conditlons exlsting §nithe territory. They
se¢m to be fimanclally mentally Incapa-
ble of fulfilling their objigations.

In another report the!captain says that
the migration of people from Northwest
Territory Los about eeaspd.  From pacties
direct from Dawson he iearnod that those
who are without provislions to last then
untll the opening of navlgation are going
out by the way of Junecau. From hla
knowledge of the conditiops existing at Fort
Yukon and reliable Information from Daw-
son City, he does not belleve there will be
any loss or starvatlon among the whilea,

The Indians along the Porcunine and Juan
de Leur are starving. Advaace courlers
have come in begging Lthat feod be sent out,
as the women and childrén arve dying along
ihe trail. The captain had sent out food
and sald he would do all he could to keep
them from perishing. There are about 140
ull told in two bahds. They report that
the Caribou migration did not come thelr
way, and that the fsh catch last full was
almost an entire Mailure, Nearly all thelr
dogs have perished from the want of food,
leaving them helpless., The caplalo sayas
the clvil authorities are mot fumalshing sny
protection  to  life aod  property  from
the boundary to ihe sea and are powerless
to do so with the meager machinery at their
command, There ia a dangerouas element
gathered at Fort Yukon that was forced out
of Dawsan who show some disposition to
be troublesczne, *but the caplain says he
fiopes to be able to keep them undeér con-
trol. Should the army be given any power
to act until wext spring, he suggesis that
a small detachment of troops under a dls-
creel officer be sent up the river by the
first boat. It can be used to guard the fire:
boata coming down the river with (reasure,

WORD FROM ICEROUND WHALERS,

Are Suffering Untold Hardships in the
Aretle Ocenn,

NANAIMO, B. O, April 5. —George F,
Tliton, third oMcer of the steamer Belviders,
who has just reached the out«lde world from
the vessels Imprisoned in the lce, says that
the sicam teader Jeanie, steam whalers
Orea and Pelvidere, the schooner Rosarlo
and a bark are near Point Barrow. He
says that the men on the frozen-in vessels
are suffering untold privations on account
of the searcity of provisioes and are com-
pelled to feed on the rankest of fish and dog
meat, The natives are fast disposing of the
canines at $50 & head. Tilton came somhl
by way of the Mackenzie and Yukon rivers |
and was jJust five months and twenty-two |
days making the trip of 2,000 miles to the |
Paclfie coast, during which he and his lwni
Indian guldes suffered the most excruciating
agony from the intense cold.

On his way out Tilton met Lieutemant
Jarvie and the overland rellef expedition,
He directed them to the point at which the !
fleet is frozen in, but it was thought best
that he continue on his way to St. Michael
with the fleet. Tilton, after bildding fare- |
well to his comrades, commenced his long |
and dapgerous voyage and when he reached
the coast chartered a steamer to take him |
and his gulaes to awalt a southbound vessel, |
He was latercepte! north of Sitka by the |
Alblon and was transferred to It and by
the Alblon came south. The United States
resoue steamer Dear, which Is at Duteh
Harbor, has nct, as yeét, been of any as-
sistance to the ill-<fatod whalers who have
heen Imprisoned since October 10, when the
Yukon lce formed.

No deaths had occurred among the whalers
when TiHton started south, Speaking of the
progpects ¢f the whalers, he sald that be-
yond a doubl the vessels will be total wrecks,
As soon aa the lee breaks the vessels will
be ground Into matchwood and nothing of
them wlll ever be eeen again, The long
suffering whalers do net know that any
efforts are being made to relleve them, There
s & possibllity that ald may be rushed over-
land by the route Tiltea followed,
